Not only has the 
membership of the churches increased 
with unexampled rapidity, but the 
value of church property has been 
augmented nearly 100 per cent, since 
1870, while the number of church or 
ganizations has expanded 126 per cent 
in twenty years. 


"" 
Reformed Spelling. 


Some BBven years ago the German na- 
tion quietly simplified its spelling by 
the knocking out of various superfluous 
letters. For 30 years a nnmJjer of Amer 
lean enthusiasts have been trying to do 
something of the same kind for the Eng 
lish language. 
Before that Webster in- 
itated the move, "which has finally suc- 
ceeded here, to drop the " u " that is still 
retained by the English in such •words as 
"favour," 
"labour" and "honour.' 
Webster also made several other admira- 
ble changes in the direction of shorten- 
ing and simplifying words, changes 
which, although generally adopted in 
America, are still repudiated with scorn 
by the British. 


The chimges contemplated by another 
school of reformers of the English lan- 
guage, in addition to simplifications like 
spelling words beginning with " p h " 
with " f " instead, as "frase" for 
"phrase," would reorganize our lan- 
guage on the phonetic basis, or "fo- 
netic," as the new spelling would be. 
We would spell words as they are pro- 
nounced. This was the reform attempt- 
ed 30 years ago, but which has never 
succeeded to any extent. Funk & "Wag- 
nails, the publishing firm, propose now, 
however, to take the matter up in ear- 
nest. 


They have issued circulars on the sub- 
ject to publishers, teachers and scholars 
throughout the country. In these circu- 
lars they declare that they will adopt 
forthwith into their 
four periodical 
publications the new si)elling if a suf- 
ficient number of those to whom the cir- 
culars are addressed will do the same, 
so that F. &. W. will not be forced to 
bear alone the brunt of all the criticism 
that will be fired at them. The circular 
contains a list of the words whose spell- 
ing it is proposed to change. 


Some of the words they will change 
slightly are geographical names. For 
instance, they will spell Bering sea, 
Tibet, Sudan, Chile, Korea and Haiti 
as here written. 
Many authorities do 
that already, however. They will drop 
silent letters, giving us, for instance, 
"receit" for receipt. Perhaps they will 
spell "knowledge" thus, "nolledg." In 
such words as "dropped" they would 
change the "ed" t o " t , " thus, "dropt," 
writing words whose final " e d " is pro- 
nounced like " t " as they are spoken. 
This would be a great gain in the line 
of brevity. In many other words Funk 
& Wagnalls woald make one letter grow 
where two grew befora 


To Keep Cool. 


For four years St. Louis and Denver 
have been keeping cool by currents of 
anhydrous liquid ammonia that flow 
through mains as gas and water do and 
refrigerate food, air and people, if they 
desire it, in hotels, markets and private 
houses. Like most new ideas, this took 
root in the west first. The present sum- 
mer the systeni has been adopted by cot- 
tagers and hotel keepers at Atlantic 
City. 


It is tolerably certain that ice will be 
supplanted as a cooler before many 
years, either by anhydrous liquid am- 
monia or by a new preparation knovra 
as carbon dioxide. 
It is produced by 
calcining limestone with the coke of 
soft coaL It is a gas as first formed, but 
can be compressed and liquefied. Then 
the plan is to pass it also through un- 
derground pipes from a central plant to 
houses, hotels, meatshops and any oth- 
er place where it is wanted. 


The carbon dioxide may be sprayed di- 
rectly upon meat which it is desired to 
refrigerate. It is said to sour milk, how- 
ever. And when the temperature is boil- 
ing hot outside it is expected to be able 
by either one of these methods to cheat 
old father Eun out of his innings and 
depress the mercury to any desired point 
indoors. 


A test lately made on the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad indi- 
cates that the substitution of electricity 
for steam upon the present tracks can be 
made without diflficnlty or much ex- 
pense. Electric locomotives will have to 
be built and put in place of the present 
steam ones. In a run on the Nantasket 
branch of the road above mentioned, 80 
miles an hour was made without the 
least trouble. An electric locomotive 
was hitched to a load of 175 tons, equal 
to seven loaded passenger cars, and show- 
ed that it could pull 20 cars if necessary. 
The large roads will now substitute 
electricity for steam, and we shall be 
traveling 100 miles an hour before the 
end of the century,

Hoover and upon which the depart- 
ment has called upon Chairman Latch- 
em, of the democratic central commit- 
tee, to lecommend another man for 
postmaster, have been made public. 
It is alleged that Mr. Hoover, though 
vouching for $700 and subsequently 
$800 salary ior James Moran, deputy, 
and $400 for another clerk, paid them 
but $600 and $300 respectively. An 
inspector learned ot' this and obtained 
aflBdavits from both. 
Mr. Hoover says 
there was an understanding that this 
money was to be paid to Horace Mur- 
phy, a deputy of his predecessor, for 
instructing the new clerks, but Mr. 
Murphy denies any knowledge of the 
arrangement. It is also charged 
that 
Mr. Hoover did not notify the depart- 
ment of the death of John W. Hisler, 
one of his bondsmen, until five weeks 
after his death, though he received a 
letter of inquiry from the department. 
Nearly all the influence of the local 
democracy is being exerted to save Mr. 
HooveA but it is understood that the 
department 
insists on a new man. 
Two applications are already in and a 
hot contest for the place is likely. 


CONSOLIDATION. 
The Potters of the Country About to 
Unite. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 10.—A. Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., special says an important 
movement is on foot among the dele- 
gates to the fifth annual convention of 
the Brotherhood ot Operative Potters, 
now in session there, which has for its 
object the consolidation of all the Pot- 
ters' unions in the United States, local,, 
slate and national, and the adoption of 
a uniform scale of wages.

ghenys.

A Half-Dozcn Encounters Be- 
tween the Opposing- Forces. 


The IiisurK^nts Defeated at Ponce 
and ilie Spanigli Troo^«» Are 
Beaten at Cacao. 


HAVANA, July 10 —Lieutenant Tru 
jillo has had a skirmish with a band of 
insurgents under Regino Alfonso at the 
Ponce plantation, near Cardenas, prov- 
ince of Matatzas. Two of the insur- 
gents were killed. 
General Navarro is 
pursuing the insurgents under Garzón, 
who were recently de'eated near Minas 
Daiquiri, province of Santiago de Cuba. 
After being driven from that place they 
occupied positions at Alto Villalon, and 
later at Matayeguas, from which place 
they retreated before the advance of 
the troops with a loss of many dead 
and wounded. 
Rabi, the insurgent 
leader at the head of 1 200 men, has 
compelled Msjor Sanchez with 400 men 
to retreat. The insurgent leader sur- 
prised the Spanish troops at Cacao, not 
far from Bayamoin province of Santiago 
de Cuba, 
The troops made a gallant 
defense, but Msjor Sanchez lost twenty 
killed and wounded and retired to 
Santa Rita. 
The loss of the insurgents 
is said to have been much heavier than 
that of the troops. 
General Gaseo had 
had a three days' fight with the insur- 
gents in the Sirrea Maestra.

surgents lost a great many in killed 
and wounded and the troops 
captured 
a quantity of arms, amunltion and 
horses 
No further details of the 
fighting have yet been received.
